(THE RESPECTIVE MoETITS OF THES ENGLISH 
CRICKETERS IN AUSTRALIA. 

As we have stated, on more than one occasion, there is even among 
cricketers themselves, considerable difference of opinion, with respect 
td the merits of our leading professionals. Whether the Bleven chosen 
by Parrfor Australia were the best that could besclected it would be now 
idle to inquire ; but this we must admit as the Australians have already 
done’ so, that Parr’s team were really ‘‘represcatative cricketers of 
England,” and as we have now before us the whole of the returns of tho 
Australian deings, we will not only append a chronological list of the 
matches played, but give the complete averages of all the. players. 
From the subjoined table it will be seen that Carpenter occupies the 
highest place with an average of 22, Caffyn next with 18, and then 
Hayward and Parr.

Minn Exp.—Though not generally known, Mile End, in former 
times, was noted as a famous lace in connection with British sports, 
Tt was here that the London Sociaty of Bowmen held their meonuys ; 
and among their members were Prince Arthur and Prince Henry, sous 
of Henry VIT. From the expertness of Prince Arthur with the bow, 
the captain of the elub was styled after him, and the other archers hig 
knights. After Arthur's death, Prince Henry honoured the meetinyra 
with his presence, and for years Mile End was a gay place of resort 
among the lovers of British sport, 

Huxvinc tas Worr.—It would be difenlt to find a wolf roaming 
at large in England now; but one time they were very troublesonwy 
and gave good sport to the hunters. In Edgar's time, the gold wand 
silver fine imposed upon Coustantine, King of Wales, was remitted in 
favour of 800 wolves’ skins. This expedient is said in four yeu to 
have entirely cleared the country of these animals, without putting fis 
subjects to any expense. But. this ean hardly bo consistent with tho 
truth, for in the tenth year of William I. Robert de Utifranville heid his 
lordship in Northumberland, on condition of defending the cowulry 
from enemies and wolves. Thotbas Magaine, in Edward If]. veer 
held his land on similar conditions in Northampton, Rutland, and 
Essex ; as did also Six Robert Plumpton in the eleventh year of Henry 
VI, ‘The last wolf killed in Scotland was in 1680: but they infested 
Ireland after 1710, ‘The sport of hunting inust have beon exculuy
